Three Languages of the Cross. 

At the First Christian Church Rev. 
A. C. Smither preached yesterday 
morning on “The Three Languages ot 
the Croes” from the scripture: And. 
Pilate wrote a title also, and put it 
on the cross. And there was written, 
Jesus of Nazareth, King of the Jews, 
And it was written in Hebrew, in 
Latin and in Greek.” He said in part: 
“It was needful for cosmopolitan Jer- 
usalem that this title might be under- 
stood that it should be written In these 
three languages. Nor was thie an ac- 
cident. It was a parable of the place 
of these three tongues in the develop- 
ment of Christianity. 

“These three languages stand for 
the world’s true religion, for fts law 
and its culture. The Hebrew tongue 
was ever used in the defence of the 
religious belief and practice of the 
Jews, and what remains today of that 
language deals with religious truth. 
Rome was the home of law, politics 
and government, and in the Latin 
tongue are embedded the fundamental 
principles of jurisprudence. The Greek 
tongue stands for culture in its various 
relations. Greece was ever the home t 
art, poetry, philosophy and beauty. No 
more perfect tongue than the Greek 
was ever spoken. 

“These three tongues played a most 
important part in the preparation of the 
world for the coming of the Christ. 
The Jews with their law, ordinances, 
prophecies, and providential wander- 
ings prepared mankind to expect a Mes- 
Sah. who would achieve great things for 
the advancement of the race. The Ro- 
man government had the world in po- 
litical preparation for the dissemina- 
ation in her great empire of the princi- 
ples of the gospel of Christ. Under the 
protection of this great nation Paul 
went everywhere preaching the gospel. 
The Greeks had prepared a most per- 
fect language for the acceptance and 
dissemination of this story of redeem- 
ing love to all nations and all subse- 
quent generations of men, in this 
marvelous language is preserved the 
ver genius and spirit of the gospel of 
Christ. The . distinguishing trans of 
these three tongues ere striking char- 
acteristics of the Master. In his deep 
religious nature is found a striking 
likeness to the deep religious spirit 
found everywhere in the Hebrew ton- 
gue. In His faithful adherence to the 
will of God, which was the express! . 
of the divine law, is found the Roman 
epirit of obedience to law. In His love 
of the beautiful, His high ideals, His 
beautiful life are found expressions of 
the Greciah aspiration which always 
reached out after the perfect, the ideal, 
the noble.

URIFY THE MAILS. 
The proposition that the govern- 
ment of the United States 
mot lend itself to the dissemination 
of obscenity nor the perpetration of 
fraud is in the nature of an axiom. It 
pursuance of this self-evident 
apparently, that the Postoffice 
Department has taken up anew the 
question of excluding from the malls 
such publications as contain obscene 
and palpably fraudulent advertising 
This work is to be com- 
mended, provided 
with such carefulness as will preclude 
mistikes and the consequent inflic- 
tien of injustice. 

The exclusion of obscene and fraud- 
ment matter from the mails is not a 
new policy on the part of the govern- 
ment. Such matter has long been re- 
fused transmission through the mal!s 
whenever its objectionable nature has 
been proved conclusively. 
Tule has not been enforced as rigidly 
as it might have been, and some con- 
@picuocus abuses have grown up in 
Sonsequence. To do away with these, 
so far as possible, is the evident ob 
ject of the new fraud orders recently 
issued by the Postmaster-General. 
The movement for better enforcement 
should receitye the support of all 
good citizens. Respectable publica- 
tions will willingly refrain from pub- 
lishing obscene and fraudulent ad- 
vyertisements. Publications that are 
mat rampectable, if they refuse to dis- 
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fire wardens specially appointed. This 
service is paid for in the first in- 
stance by the counties in which it is 
rendered, and the State pays to the 
counties two-thirds of such expense. 
Up to last year the State paid to the 
counties only one-third of such er 
pense.

COFFEE IN MEXICO. 


Mr. Temple Gives Some interesting 
Facts for the Consideration of 
Consumers. 


[Boston r A. V. 
knows more about exico than any 
other American in the world. He was 
born in Cayuga county, N. V., and for 
many years has been an officer of the 
Mexican Central Ratlroad. 

“Land south of the center of Mex- 
co,” Mr. Temple told me, “will produce 
coffee if the climate is not too hot 
or too wet. The best coffee is grown 
in the Southern States on land that is 
near the Pacific Ocean. A coffee tree 
begins to bear when it is three years 
old; at five years it is at its prime; at 
twelve years it begins to sup into old 
age and unfrultfulness. So new trees 
are being planted all the time. 

“At sent prices there is profit of 
about $11 an acre, gold, in coffee—the 
same profit, perhaps, that there is in 
wheat in certain parts of the United 
States. Five hundred trees are 
planted to the acre, and the yield is 
twelve ounces to the tree. There are 
a numder of large coffee plantations in 
Mexico, but the greater part of the 
annual crop comes from small farms. 
An American company has several 
thousand acres in coffee and has spent 
$50,000 for machinery. This company 
grows its own coffee, roasts and packs 
it on the plantation, and sells it to 
wholesale dealers in the United States. 

“Labor costs 75 cents a day in silver 
or some Ii cents in gold. A peon em- 
ployed on a coffee plantation must 
agree to work four days a week. He 
is given the use of three or four acres 
of land. Thus he has three days a 
week for himself—three “ae for his 
patch and pulque.

MOSQUITOES RETARDERS. 


Pests Make Life Miserable at the Reefs 
of Louisiana for Workers in 
Oyster Beds. 


{New Orleans Times-Democrat:} Just 
what the status of the oyster industry 
in Louisiana is at present would be 
hard to say. Anyhow, whatever it is, 
the mosquito and his bill are import- 
ant factors. 

To the marsh mosquito can be at- 
tributed the lack of canning factories 
in the oyster territory. It is due to 
this same cause that many of the oys- 
ter reefs are visited only on rare o- 
casions. Recent the 
mission of Louisiana, after a_ trip 
through Vermillion Bay. into the Gulf 
of Mexico, issued notice that oysters 
in late quantities had been found In 
the deep waters of the gulf. These 
reefs, the commission said, had not 
been previously known. As a matter 
of fact, oyster fishermen in Louisiana 
have known of these reefs for many 
years. Ther are just outside Marsh 
Island, and me years ago were vis- 
ited by oyster fishermen. At the time 
of the visits of these fishermen the 
mosquitoes in that vicinity were ex- 
ceeding!iv annoying. The reefs. known 
amone the oyster fishermen as Blind 
Man's teets were rarely visited on this 
account. Another reason for the neg- 
lect & these reefs by the fishermen is 
that the weather conditions seldom 
favor a visit of an oyster lugger or 
fishine boat. No lugger can be safely 
handled on the outside of the land in 
a southeast wind, and as thie em to 
be the prevailing wind, luggers rardy 
visited these reefs. 

At a meeting of oystermen held yes- 
terday it was stated that in the oyster 
territory mosquitoes at times were 80 
bad. men engaged in fishing were 
forced to leave the vicinity. It has 
been suggested that canning factories 
be ~.aced in the oyster territory. This, 
would be impracticable. The mosqui- 
toes are so bad, he said, that men can 
not be secured to work in factories in 
the oyster territory. 

A Louistiana oysterman has address- 
ed a communication to the Louisiana 
Legisiature, dealing with the Louisi- 
ana oyster industry. This letter aske 
that certain amendments be made in 
the ster law. and, in speaking of the 
locating of factories near the oyster 
beds. near the haunts of mosquitoes, 
says that to employ men to go into

HIM HISTORY.

LONDON, May Jules Verne and 
H. G. Wells will have to look to their 
fanrels if Jean Delaire can keep on 
evolving plots as uncommon as that 
of his novel, “Around a Distant Star.” 
Mr. Delaire, who is of French en- 
traction, has published, if one remem- 
bers rightly. three other stories, but 
this is his first attempt at fantastic 
fiction. 

Its hero has been profoundly im- 
pressed by discovering that the dis- 
tance which separates the earth from 
the nearest of the fixed stars is so 
great that light from them traveling 
at the rate of 180,000 miles a second 
takes over three years to reach us: 
that, in fact, we do not see a star as 
it is now, but as it was three years 
ago. Hence, if we happened to be on 
the planet in question and looking at 
the world with a strong enough glass 
we should see three-yearold events 
in the act of happening. 

Going on, he decides that if we 
were transported to one of the more 
distant of the heavenly bade ith 
a speed greatly exceeding that of 
light. we should be able to see car- 
ried on before our eyes scenes that 
occurred on the earth hundreds of 
years ago. Now it happens that Mr. 
Delaire’s ingenious hero doubts 
gravely the truth of the gospel.

A FIFTY MILE FARM. 


[Spokane Spokesman-Review:] W. 
H. Babcock of Walla Walla and E. F. 
Benson of Tacoma, owners of the larg- 
est single ranch in Wash'!ngton, and 
probably the largest in the Northwes*, 
were in Spokane Tuesday evening at 
the Grand. Mr. Benson was en route 
from the ranch to Prosser, Wash... and 
Mr. Babcock was on his way to the 
big ranch at Trinidad. 

Mr. Benson and Mr. Babcock have 
Just sold 200 head of caftie. which they 
fed last winter in the Yakima coun- 
try. to the Frye-Bruhn Company of Se- 
attle. They brought an average of 
about $60 a head, and Mr. Benson was 
on his way to make the delivery of the 
first shipment of six cara. 

The ranch owned by these two men 
comprises 66,000 acres, which they own, 
and 24,000 acres held by lease.

LONG SCHOOL COURSE. 


ANAHEIM, June 6.—It is claimed by 
many parents that the school course 
adopted some time ago by the County 
Board of Education is entirely too 
long. The matter has been up for 
discussion here for several weeks, and 
a meeting of the County Board of E4- 
ucation, teachers from this end of the 
county, school trustees and a number 
of parents met in the Central school 
building last night with a committee 
from the Cha of Commerce to 
discuss the present course. It was 
almost the unanimous decision that 
the course is too long, and it was 
stated that only a few teachers in the 
county tried to follow it out. School 
Superintendent Nichols seemed to be 
non-committal, but it is beljeved that 
the County School Board Will soon 
take steps to revise the course.

ARE ALL FILLED. 


BLACKSMITHS WHO LEFT SANTA 
FE IN SERIOUS TROUBLE. 


BERNARDINO, June 5.—As a 
result of their foolish action in going 
out on strike in sympathy with the 
machinists when they themselves had 
no fault to find with the manner in 
which they were being treated. the 
forty-two blacksmiths who walked out 
or the Santa Fé shops some time ago 
now find themselves in serious trouble. 
After they had left their work, they 
sought support from their national or- 
ganization and duly reported to their 
chief officers a statement of why they 
had gone on strike. In thie statement 
the troubles of the machinists were 
reviewed and approval of their action 
in striking was asked. 

Instead of being upheld by their na- 
tional officers, the local blacksmiths 
were told plainly that they had had 
no right to strike, and were er red to 
return to work. This detision was 
rendered upon a statement sent by the 
local unionists themselves. The orde? 
from headquarters was mandatory and 
the strikers were told that unless they 
returned to work at once their charter 
in the national organization would be 
annulled. 

Chagrinea, disappointed, feeling 
bitter toward their grand the 
strikers prepared to obey the order. 
Yesterday the president and secretary 
of the local union called on the Santa 
Fé officials with a list of tne black 
smiths who were willing to return to 
work at once. They expected to be 
received with open arms, but to their 
amazement the company officials 
plainly but firmly stated to them that 
the Santa Fé no blacksmiths 
now. In other words. this was officiat 
notice to the strikers that while they 
were wrangling among themselves. 
and while some of them were trying 
to induce other employés of the com- 
pany to join the strike. the compan) 
had secured the services of a sufficien:

RESIDENCES AND  PACKING- 
HOUSES DESTROYED.

Families Rendered Homeless and 
Two Firemen Seriously injured. 
Fires Caused by Crossed Electric 
Wires Near Colton—Another Sore 
Defeat for Remnant of Hays Gang. 


RIVERSIDE, June 5.—The crossing 
near Colton of telephone wires with « 
wire carrying a high-potentia!l current 
from one of the power plants this aft- 
ernoon caused fires in Riverside which 
for a time threatened the total destruc. 
tion of the long line of packing-houses 
along the railroad and at anothe: 
point endangered fine residences. Onl) 
the direction of the wind and the work 
Gone by the bucket prevented 
a fire that might have destroyed a 
large portion of the city. As it was 
the loss will exceed $55,000, half a score 
of buildings being in ruins. Two fire- 
men narrowly escaped death in an ex- 
plosion during the fire, and are now 
under the care of a physician. Sever 
al families are rendered homeless. and 
in one of them a diphtheria patient had 
to 5 from a burni build- 
ing. child of another family was 
aMliicted with scarlet fever, and the 
excitement and exposure may result 
seriously to both these patients, who 
were taken into temporary quarters 
after the destruction of their homes. 

The firat alarm, sounded about 3 
o'clock, and was caused by a fire on 
Pachappa avenue, where a fuse box 
had set fire to a telephone pole. While 
the firemen were working there an- 
other alarm came in, this time from 
the packing-house district, the house 
used by the Riverside Heights Com- 
nan having become ignited by the el 
ectric current. About the same time 
an alarm sounded for a fire at the res- 
idence of R. W. A. Godfrey on Massa 
chusetts avenue. 

In the fire at the Sixth-street pack- 
ing-houses the department had 
more than it could safely handle, and 
it was impossible to atiswer the alarm 
for the other fire, and therefore the 
Godfrey residence was burned to the 
round with practically al! its con- 
tents, causing a loss of $15, with 

insurance. 

The water pressure was so low that 
the firemen found it impossible to pre- 
vent the spread of the flames at the 
~acking- . They were unable to 
throw a etream over the top of the 
buildings, and the frail structures, dry 
as timber. burned with such rapidity 
that for a time it was feared the pack- 
ing-house district would be destroyed 
A bucket brigade was formed . and 
scores of citizens assisted the work of 
the firemen and did excellent service. 
From the packing-house the flames 
spread to tie plant of the Riverside 
Soda Works, the building being the 
“roperty of I. C. Lord. It was im- 
possible to save the plant, and it was 
soon a total loss, 

While the firemen were working on
